Those 
of us who are crimped and cramped for money all 
the time know it awful hard, whether we know the 
reasons for it or not.

Way back in the days of the 
Greenbackers, when General Weaver ran tor the 


Presidency, I thought Maybe that was the solution . 


more nioney—but I was only a boy then and had 
only a boy’s vague idea of things financial. 


Later on in life the demonetization of silver and 
the bimetallic battles came along, and I could see 
plain enough that while unlimited greenback issue 
was not the remedy, the cutting in halves of the 
world’s basic money was most assuredly not, and so 
I fought, bled and died in the silver trenches in be- 
half of bimetalism and the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver at the ratio to gold of sixteen to one.

ally clean, and lived in clean houses, 
on clean streets, with enough room, 
air and sunshine,

eases of childhood. We hear it said 
often that “dirt is healthful for chil. 
dren.” It isn’t. In thickly settled 
communities, dirt is deadly. The best 
disease prevention in the world is the 
Mberal use of soap and water. It ig 
the best prophylactoc, the best disin.- 
| fectant, and simplest and most effect- 
ive safeguard. And if to it are ad- 
ded nourishing food, fresh air and 
Sunshine, and reasonable precautions 
(against exposing children to those 
who may be already infected, there 
need be but little fear.—Merced Snu.

and out and turn over their stolen of- 
fices to their Democratic opponents. 

The same “infamous and fraudu- 
lent prostitution of the ballot” that 
gave Farr his bogus election also 
swelled the plurality of Carlson, the 
coal company governor, now in office. 
But because the case at bar concerned 
only the result in Huerfano county, 
Carlson is left undisturbed. = 

The decision and opinion ‘Just 
handed down by the Colorado Su- 
preme Court constitutes an amazing 
expose of high-handed intimidation, 
coercion and corruption practiced by 
the coal. company and the Republican 
party. The court finds that the coal 
company WAS the Republican party, 
and that party’s candidates merely 
the servile tools used by the company 
to rivet the chains of industrial ty- 
rainy on its employes. 

There can be,“ says the court, re- 
ferring to conditions proved to exist 
in the Colorado coal fields, ‘“‘no tree, 
open and fair election as contemplat- 
ed by the constitution, where private 
industrial corporations so throttle 
public opinion, deny the free exercise 
of choice by sovereign electors, dic- 
tate and control all election officers, 
prohibit public. discussion of public 
questions, and imperially command 
what citizens may and what citizens 
may not, peacefully and for lawful 
purposes, enter upon election, or pub- 

lic territory.“ 

They were committed, says the 
court, long after all disorder had 
ceased, and when the Federal troops 
were in charge of the district. 

Disposing of the coal company de- 
fense, the court says: 

The defense relies not upon con- 
flicting evidence, but upon the con- 
tention that the conduct of the elec- 
tion was justified as an Industrial 
neceasity.’ 

We have heard much in this state 
in recent years as to the denial of 
inherent and constitutional rights of 
citizens being justified by military 
necéssity,’ but this, we believe, is the 
tiret time in our experience when the 
violation of the fyndamental rights} 
ot freedom hag been attempted to be impr
